Premature belief without knowledge is found to be the 
nature of superstition, and is more damaging to,the cause of enlight¬ 
enment and progress than any amount even of dogmatic skepticism, 
.severely damaging though that is, too. Betler let things remain in 
the hands of an initiated sect or priesthood than submit them to the 
wnemperate judgment of the unbalanced and the ill-educated on either 
ude It is not mere belief or disbelief that they should strive to se- 
«ure. hut straightforward openmindedness, and an attitude of sound 
and healthy common sense. 

But the way to achieve this stage toward progress is not to as¬ 
sume at one leap the capricious and .the miraculous; on the contrary, 
•t is to follow the general trend of scientific thought and procedure, to 
make the usnal hypothesis rtf the uniformity Of nature and of the su¬ 
premacy of the reign of law, to assume the intelligibility and harmony 
•*l the universe, and to endeavor to bind new knowledge of every kind 
mi to the old lfnks by rational theory and working hypothesis. 

To accept facts without evidence is manifestly injudicious, but to 
•eject facts with evidence is equally though not so dangerously un¬ 
wise Choice is not an open question; it can not be altogether de¬ 
terred. Life is apt to demand from them belief one way or another 
They may believe “yes,” Or they may believe “no;” pne belief is no 
more scientific than the other. '—

iobby or elsewhere away from the house, with a view to influence their 
votes.” Whether or not lobbying is a necessity, or whether the influ 
fttce of the lobby is for good or for evil, must of course depend upon 
hr motive which governs the lobbyist. 

If men enter the lobby with the full intention, and with the ability 
to. place facts and arguments before the members of the legislature 
which are intended to. and which will help the members to come to a 
decision on pending matters, and such arguments and decisions are for 
the interests of the people, no one will attempt to deny that that class 
•of lobbying is to be commended. If such arguments can best lie pre¬ 
sented when the matters are before legislative bodies, it would si?em 
•hat in these cases at least, what is termed lobbying is necessary, for it 
vtands to reason that in order to get the best laws it is necessary to 
have all the facts and arguments presented. 

If. on the other hand, by lobbying is meant the offering of money 
.it other considerations calculated to be of benefit, not to the people as 
a whole, but to the member of the legislature who has a vote] one 
must come at once to the opinion that lobbying ia not only not nieces- 
sarv, but that it should be driven not only from the halls of legislation, 
but should be throttled at an earlier stage when it seems to exert an 
influence in the nomination and election of men who are practically 
pledged to be tools of the lobbyist. 

While recognizing that there is an evil lobby as well as a good 
me, it seems to me that on the whole the right of the people to lobby. 
»r to seek to influence the vote* of their representatives, is a necessity, 
r would not like to see the representatives of labor, of morality, of tem¬ 
perance and of many other laudable objcct^fenied the right to exert 
•heir influence for the causes they favor It seems to me that the right 
o advocate good measures must not be denied, and a« a consequence 
'H< opportunity for the corrupt lobbying cannot be wholly wiped] out 

In regard to the question. “What are the limits to the legitimate 
uses of a legislative lobby'*' it seems to me that there can he hut) one 
answer, and that is that a lobbyist has “the right to do right.” Any 
other use of the privilege is wrong. Just what can lie done to bring 
•boot a condition of affairs under which he will not be allowed to do 
anything else. I cannot say, but it seems to me that a long step would 
h' /taken in the right direction if the voters would insist on candidates 
and public officials who cannot he influenced to do wrong. Elect linen 
•ho will give those who place their trust in them a square deal anij the 
«xhby question will be settled without further legislation. |

The 
chosen ones who were admitted into the 
inner circle of his affections, who knew 
him best, loved him most, and rested 
upon his friendship with the supremest 
confidence and trust. 

Not a faultless man, no, but a man 
with all man’s frailties, a man’s pas¬ 
sions. ambitions, aspirations' and hopes; 
a man made godly and true be the in¬ 
dwelling of God's grace through Jesus 
Christ; a Christian man. His faith was 
simple and trustful as a child’s faith, I 
humble and teachable?- -a heroic faith 
that endured the trials and withstood 
the temptations-of the life that he lived, 
resting upon the promises of God; and 
God failed him not in the fulfilment of 
those promises. Though he stumbled 
and fell sometime, he lay never from 
under defeat, but came up from the i 
fall to strive harder for victory. And 
through faith he was more than con¬ 
queror. God gave him the victory 
through Christ. 

To his church he gave loyal service, 
striving to upbuild its influence and en¬ 
large iis activities; a liberal contributor 
to its financial claims, he gave it far 
more than money. His pastor found 
him a constant friend and a wise coun¬ 
sellor a co-worker who was willing and 
ready to bear his fair share of responsi¬ 
bility and authority as a fellow elder 
with him. The chuoch made him an 
elder because they trusted him, and as 
an elder they loved him. 

He has gone to give an account of his 
stewardship, and we may comfort our 
hearts with this hope: in Christ he 
trusted, in Christ he labored, and in 
Christ 4le will reach his reward. God 
bless and comfort the hearts made sad 
by the separation from him.
